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Faculty  Selects  Frank  Ritter 
For  1972  Alumni  Merit  Award 


Saint  Joseph’s  faculty  has  select¬ 
ed  a  distinguished  physician-teach¬ 
er  to  receive  the  College’s  Alum¬ 
ni  Merit  Award,  presented  each 
year  to  an  alumnus  for  outstand¬ 
ing  accomplishments  in  a  chosen 
career. 

Dr.  Frank  Ritter  ’46  of  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  will  receive  the 
award  at  graduation  exercises  on 
June  18.  He  is  the  clinical  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  otorhinolaryngol¬ 
ogy  (diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat)  at  the  University  of  Mich¬ 
igan  and  is  actively  engaged  in 
private  practice.  Dr.  Ritter  attend¬ 
ed  Saint  Joseph’s  Academy  during 
1942-46,  serving  as  editor  of  the 
school  newspaper,  president  of  the 
Monogram  Club,  senior  class 
treasurer  and  captain  of  the 
Academy  basketball  team.  In  1949 
he  received  his  undergraduate  de¬ 
gree  from  Notre  Dame  and  grad¬ 
uated  in  1953  from  St.  Louis  Uni¬ 
versity  Medical  School.  He  served 
his  internship  at  Mercy  Hospital 
in  Toledo,  0. 

In  the  summer  of  1954  Dr.  Rit¬ 
ter  began  specialty  training  in 
ear,  nose  and  throat  at  Ann  Ar¬ 
bor,  completing  his  residency  in 
1960.  He  entered  the  service  dur¬ 
ing  1955-57  as  a  captain  in  the 
Air  Force,  during  which  time  he 
was  on  the  faculty  of  the  School 
of  Aviation  where  he  trained 
flight  surgeons  on  the  treatment 
of  ear,  nose  and  throat  disorders. 

After  passing  the  Michigan 
State  Board  examinations  for 
proper  accreditation  in  October, 
1960,  he  was  awarded  the  position 
of  consulting  otolaryngologist  at 
the  Wayne  County  General  Hos¬ 
pital  in  Detroit,  a  position  which 
he  still  holds.  That  same  year  he 
was  also  appointed  chief  of  the 
otolaryngology  at  the  Veterans 
Hospital  in  Ann  Arbor.  Since  1963 
Dr.  Ritter  has  been  attending 


physician  and  consultant  to  the 
Veterans  Hospital  Administration. 

Also  in  1960,  Dr.  Ritter  began 
private  practice  in  the  field  of 
otorhinolaryngology  with  Dr.  A.C. 
Furstenberg,  the  retired  dean  of 
the  University  of  Michigan  Medi¬ 
cal  School.  Presently  about  50 
percent  of  Dr.  Ritter’s  time  is 
spent  delivering  health  care  to 
patients  and  performing  surgical 
operations  and  the  other  50  per¬ 
cent  in  teaching  and  basic  research 
at  the  U.  of  M.  Medical  Center. 
He  is  also  Michigan  Chairman  for 
the  Deafness  Research  Foundation, 
president  of  the  Detroit  Otolaryn- 
gological  Society  and  the  chairman 
of  the  Teacher’s  Section  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Ophthal¬ 
mology  and  Otolaryngology. 

A  prolific  writer  and  lecturer, 
he  has  written  30  papers  for  med¬ 
ical  journals  and  learned  societies. 


Among  his  many  awards  are 
the  1965  Senior  Year  Award,  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  graduating  class  of 
the  University  of  Michigan  Medi¬ 
cal  School  to  the  outstanding  clin¬ 
ical  teacher  of  that  year;  the  1967 
Mosher  Award,  presented  for  the 
best  thesis  submitted  for  member¬ 
ship  in  the  American  Larynogolog- 
ical,  Rhinological  and  Otological 
Society;  the  1967  “Shovel”  Award, 
given  by  the  U.  of  M.  Medical 
students  to  a  teacher  who  has 
demonstrated  an  ability  to  con¬ 
verse  extensively  upon  a  subject; 
and  the  1970  Certificate  of  Merit, 
presented  by  the  American  Acade¬ 
my  of  Ophthalmology  and  Oto¬ 
laryngology  for  academy  teaching. 

Dr.  Ritter  is  a  43-year-old  na¬ 
tive  of  New  Albany,  Ind.  He  and 
his  wife  Gertrude  are  the  parents 
of  eight  children.

The  business  meeting  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  banquet,  attended  by 
40  alumni  and  their  wives.

Joseph’s  addressed  the  group,  dis¬ 
cussing  recent  developments  in 
higher  education  and  new  pro¬ 
grams  being  implemented  at  SJC.

Donald  E.  Funk  ’68  has  been 
named  the  new  president  of  Edw. 
J.  Funk  and  Sons,  Inc.,  one  of  the 
country’s  top  15  producers  of  seed 
corn. 

Formerly  sales  manager  for  the 
corporation,  Don  was  elected  at  a 
recent  stockholders’  meeting  at  the 
company’s  home  office  in  Kent- 
land,  Ind.  He  holds  a  B.S.  degree 
in  management  from  Saint 
Joseph’s  and  is  a  member  of  the 
SJC  Fellows  Program. 

Last  year  the  Funk  organization 
attracted  national  attention  by  im¬ 
porting  some  75,000  bushels  of 
blight-tolerant  hybrid  seed  from 
Yugoslavia.  With  an  estimated 
yield  of  300,000  acres  of  corn,  the 
imported  seed  was  enough  to  help 
the  500  Funk  dealers  in  Indiana 
meet  the  demands  of  their  regular 
seed  customers,  many  of  whom 


suffered  heavy  losses  from  the 
southern  corn  blight  in  the  1970 
growing  season. 

In  January  of  last  year  Don 
traveled  to  Yugoslavia  and  was 
successful  in  reaching  agreements 
with  two  of  that  country’s  pro¬ 
ducers  to  supply  seed  for  U.S. 
farmers.  The  agreement  represent¬ 
ed  a  return  favor  for  a  ten-year- 
old  good-will  gesture  made  by 
plant  breeders  at  Purdue  Univers¬ 
ity,  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
other  Midwestern  schools.  A  dec¬ 
ade  ago  these  scientists  showed 
Yugoslavian  geneticists  how  to 
produce  high-yielding  hybrid  seed. 

Edw .  Funk  and  Sons  operates  in 
eleven  Corn  Belt  states  from  Iowa 
to  New  Jersey.  Bob  Funk  ’61,  also 
a  Saint  Joseph’s  graduate,  is  in 
charge  of  the  company’s  northern 
division,  operating  out  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin.

Saint  Joseph’s  brewmaster  Jim 
Holstein  has  cooked  up  a  winning 
formula  for  Puma  basketball  fans 
this  winter:  a  couple  doses  of 
sharp  outside  shooting,  a  healthy 
dash  of  the  old-fashioned  fast- 
break  offense,  and  a  thorough 
coating  of  hustling,  ball-hawking 
defense. 

Those  ingredients  have  lifted  the 
Saints  to  a  16-5  season  record  thus 
far  and  secure  SJC’s  position  as 
a  legitimate  challenger  for  the 
Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  ti¬ 
tle. 

The  1971-72  Pumas  present  an 
intriguing  blend  of  experience  and 
youth  that’s  not  overwhelming  on 
paper,  but  has  proved  itself  a 
whirling  nightmare  to  many  op¬ 
ponents. 

Seniors  George  Brun  (Dayton, 
0.),  Ernie  Fifer  (Kerrville,  Tex.) 
and  Roger  Morgan  (Xenia,  O.) 
lend  the  experience  in  the  running- 
game  offense  and  the  pressing  de¬ 
fense  that  has  forced  nearly  20 
turnovers  per  game.  Brun  is  en¬ 
joying  his  finest  season  yet  by 
averaging  15.5  points  per  game 
and  8.6  rebounds  per  match. 

It’s  tough  to  top  the  backcourt 
combination  of  Fifer  and  Morgan, 
who  lend  balanced  scoring  aver¬ 
ages  of  13.7  and  12.5  to  the  Pu¬ 
mas’  attack.  Fifer,  last  year’s  top 
scorer,  has  sacrificed  points  for 
improved  playmaking  and  defen¬ 
sive  leadership.  Morgan  has  es¬ 
tablished  himself  as  the  field  gen¬ 
eral  of  the  backcourt  and  he  is 
leading  the  varsity  in  assists  for 
the  third  consecutive  year. 

SJC  sports  a  bit  of  the  old  and 
the  new  in  the  backcourt  reserve 
corps,  where  senior  Dave  Pettengell 
(Park  Forest,  Ill.)  and  junior  Mark 
Muterspaw  (Xenia,  O.)  join  soph¬ 
omore  Bill  Hogan  (Hamilton,  O.). 
Pettengell  and  Muterspaw  came 
off  the  bench  to  spark  several 
December  and  January  wins  with 
scoring  bursts. 

But  the  stress  on  youth  this  sea¬ 
son  is  apparent  with  Hogan,  the 
slickpassing  guard  who  is  second 
on  the  club  in  assists  wth  65.  He 
led  the  1970-71  freshmen  in  scoring 
with  a  21.3  average  and  is  hitting 
at  a  5.8  clip  this  year. 

Few  sophomores  have  taken 
charge  so  readily  as  6-6  forward 
Dave  Huneryager  (Hammond, 
Ind.),  whose  14.3  scoring  average 


and  6.0  rebounding  norm  indicate 
he’ll  enjoy  three  prosperous  years 
on  the  varsity.  He  couples  size, 
speed,  strength  and  agility  in  a 
rare  combination  to  give  SJC  one 
of  the  best  inside  attacks  in  the 
ICC. 

If  basketball  is  meant  to  please 
the  crowd,  then  the  Pumas  have 
come  up  with  one  of  the  top  crowd 
pleasers  in  school  history.  He’s 
Jim  Thordsen,  a  6-5  freshman  cen¬ 
ter  whose  jumping  ability  is  fast 
becoming  legendary.  He’s  blocked 
more  shots  than  opponents  care  to 
count,  especially  those  6-8  and  6-9 
pivotmen  who  think  they  can  walk 
all  over  the  190-pound  yearling. 

Holstein  brought  the  defensive 
whiz  from  Puerto  Rico  this  past 
summer,  where  the  Puma  coach 
directed  the  Rio  Piedras  team  in 
the  island’s  summer  league.  “Jim¬ 
my  impressed  me  right  away  with 
his  jumping  ability  and  we’re  real 
fortunate  to  have  him  here  with 
us,”  Holstein  reports.  “It  seems 
he  plays  the  whole  game  about 
three  feet  off  the  floor.”  Thordsen 
is  averaging  9.7  points  per  game 
while  shooting  .614  from  the  field 
and  .823  at  the  charity  stripe. 

“This  could  be  the  finest  shoot¬ 
ing  team  I’ve  ever  coached,”  re¬ 
flects  Holstein.  “Our  chief  stress 
has  been  on  defense,  and  sound  de¬ 
fense  has  actually  picked  up  the 
offense  by  creating  breaks  and 
forcing  opponents’  mistakes.” 

SJC  opened  its  season  with  a 
eome-from-behind  97-94  win  at 
Tri-State,  then  set  the  year’s  tem¬ 
po  with  routs  of  Anderson  (98-64) 
and  Rose-Hulman  (117-67).  High¬ 
lights  include  an  84-77  upset  of 
Tulane  in  the  New  Castle  (Ind.) 
Holiday  Tourney,  a  65-64  thriller 
ut  Valparaiso,  home-court  romps 
over  ICC  toughies  Butler  (87-77) 
and  DePauw  (111-80),  and  an  84- 
73  win  at  Butler,  SJC’s  first  there 
since  1957.  In  a  rematch  at  De¬ 
Pauw,  the  Pumas  ran  away  with 
the  game,  scoring  a  record  break¬ 
ing  120  points. 

Even  in  losses  to  major  powers 
Toledo  (95-78)  and  DePaul  (82-70), 
Holstein  feels  his  club  learned  val¬ 
uable  lessons.  “This  team  is  a 
pleasure  to  coach,”  he  concludes. 
“It’s  one  of  the  hardest-working 
groups  I’ve  ever  had  and  they 
never  let  up.” 


Alumni  Return  To  Honor  Dienhart 


More  than  100  alumni  and  guests 
gathered  on  campus  January  29 
to  honor  Joseph  Dienhart,  former 
SJC  coach  and  athletic  director,  at 
a  testimonial  dinner  sponsored  by 
the  Alumni  Association.  Most  re¬ 
turning  alumni  were  former  foot¬ 
ball,  basketball  and  baseball  play¬ 
ers  who  played  for  Dienhart  during 
the  College’s  early  years  of  inter¬ 
collegiate  athletics. 

At  the  dinner,  Dienhart  was 
named  an  honorary  alumnus  of  the 
College  by  Philip  Wilhelm  ’63  of 
Indianapolis,  president  of  the  SJC 
Alumni  Association  and  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
former  coach,  now  mayor  of  West 
Lafayette,  Ind.,  is  the  first  honor¬ 
ary  alumnus  selected  by  the  alum¬ 


ni  Board  of  Directors  in  more  than 
five  years. 

Later  that  evening,  during  half¬ 
time  ceremonies  of  the  SJC-Butler 
basketball  game,  Dienhart  was  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  by  College  President  Fr. 
Charles  Banet  and  Athletic  Direc¬ 
tor  Richard  Scharf.  Phil  Zera  ’64, 
former  running  back  for  the  foot¬ 
ball  Pumas,  was  presented  with 
his  Hall-of-Fame  momento  at  the 
same  ceremonies. 

Dienhart  coached  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  during  1938-43,  producing 
four  consecutive  winning  seasons 
in  football,  basketball,  and  baseball, 
including  two  consecutive  unde¬ 
feated  football  seasons.  He  is  the 
first  non-player  to  be  chosen  for 


Hall-of-Fame  membership  by  the 
College’s  Alumni  Board. 

Jim  Buckley  ’48  was  toastmaster 
for  the  testimonial  dinner.  Pre¬ 
viously  selected  Hall-of-Fame 
members  present  were  Bob  Duax 
’41,  George  Ellspermann  ’47,  Nick 
Scollard  ’43  and  Richard  Scharf 
’38.  Stan  “Jack”  Lapsys  ’43  of 
Tracy,  Calif.,  was  represented  by 
his  brother-in-law,  Charles  Biggs 
of  Hope,  Ind. 

The  College’s  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  was  instituted  in  1969  dur¬ 
ing  college  football’s  centennial 
year.  Since  then  30  members  have 
been  selected  by  the  Alumni  Board 
of  Directors.  Guidelines  for  the 
Hall  of  Fame,  which  were  revised 
in  1970,  call  for  no  more  than  two 
selections  each  year. 
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Items  of  interest  about  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
the  alumni,  the  faculty,  and  the  students. 

•  Halleck  Selected  to  Indiana  Academy:  Charles  A.  Halleck, 
a  member  of  SJC’s  Board  of  Trustees  and  former  Congressional 
leader,  was  among  25  distinguished  Hoosiers  to  be  inducted 
into  the  Indiana  Academy,  October  26.  The  Academy  was 
formed  last  year  to  honor  persons  who  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  the  state  through  public  service,  higher  edu¬ 
cation,  arts,  science,  literature  and  general  culture.  The  25 
selections  were  made  by  the  presidents  of  the  17  colleges  which 
are  members  of  Associated  Colleges  of  Indiana.  Halleck  holds 
an  honorary  degree  from  Saint  Joseph’s  and  taught  at  SJC 
during  1969-70.  He  retired  from  politics  in  1968  and  now  prac¬ 
tices  law  in  Rensselaer.  He  is  an  alumnus  of  Indiana  University. 

•  Fr.  Schaefer  Named  Moderator  General:  Members  of  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  have  elected  Very  Rev.  Daniel 
Schaefer  ’43  as  the  new  Moderator  General,  with  headquarters 
in  Rome,  Italy.  Fr.  Schaefer,  the  former  Dean  of  Students  at 
Saint  Joseph’s,  is  the  third  American  to  be  honored  with  the 
Society’s  highest  office.  Delegates  from  the  three  C.PP.S.  pro¬ 
vinces  in  the  U.S.A.,  Italy,  Germany  and  the  vicariates  in  South 
America,  Africa  and  Spain  chose  Fr.  Schaefer  in  an  election 
conducted  in  Salzburg,  Austria,  the  headquarters  for  the  Ger¬ 
man  province. 

•  France's  Paul  Ricoeur  to  Lecture  at  SJC:  One  of  France’s 
leading  philosophers,  Paul  Ricoeur  of  the  University  of  Paris, 
will  highlight  a  special  five-week  course  this  spring  with  lec¬ 
tures  on  campus  May  31-June  2.  A  six-hour  course  on  “The 
Philosophy  of  Paul  Ricoeur”  will  be  conducted  by  the  SJC 
Philosophy  Department  during  the  College’s  spring  session 
next  May  and  June.  Alumnus  Dr.  Gary  Madison  ’62,  special 
assistant  to  Ricoeur  and  later  his  colleague  at  the  University 
of  Paris,  will  direct  the  course.  Alumni  interested  in  enrolling 
should  contact  the  College’s  Office  of  Spring  and  Summer 
Sessions.  Fees  for  all  courses  offered  during  the  spring  session 
are  $40.00  per  credit  hour  and  $160.00  for  room  and  board  for 
those  residing  on  campus. 

•  J.  D.  Graham  has  Unbeaten  Season:  A  young  Saint 
Joseph’s  alumnus,  in  his  first  year  as  head  coach,  has  posted 
an  undefeated  season  in  Ohio  high  school  football.  J.  D. 
Graham  ’69  led  his  Newark  Catholic  High  team  to  a  major 
victory  over  No.  2  ranked  Notre  Dame  High  School  (Ports¬ 
mouth,  O. )  on  November  13  to  give  his  team  the  Class  A  state 
championship.  An  overflow  crowd  of  more  than  9,000  fans  saw 
what  sprots  writers  have  called  Newark  Catholic’s  greatest 
victory  in  history.  Notre  Dame’s  20-8  loss  at  the  hands  of 
Graham’s  team  was  the  first  in  24  games.  During  his  student 
years  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  Graham  played  quarterback  for  the 
Pumas. 

•  College  to  Award  Honorary  Degrees:  Adam  P.  Lesinsky, 
professor  emeritus  of  music,  and  Fr.  Joseph  A.  Otte,  former 
treasurer  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  have  been  selected  by  the  faculty  to 
receive  honorary  degrees  at  the  College’s  graduation  ceremon¬ 
ies,  June  18.  Mr.  Lesinsky,  a  native  of  Old  Forge,  Pa.,  joined 
the  SJC  faculty  in  1958.  Besides  teaching,  his  contributions  to 
the  world  of  music  include  writing,  transcribing  and  editing. 
Fr.  Otte,  a  native  of  Cincinnati,  was  assistant  treasurer  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  during  1943-46  and  treasurer  during  1946-56.  Current¬ 
ly  he  is  doing  parish  work  in  East  Palo  Alto,  Calif.,  and  serves 
as  president  of  Older  People  United  for  Service  (OPUS),  an 
organization  which  he  founded.  He  was  recently  selected  to 
attend  the  White  House  Conference  on  the  Aged. 

•  Sky  Robinson  Wins  First  Community  Award:  Schuyler  “Sky” 
Robinson,  editor  of  the  Rensselaer  Republican,  has  been  chosen 
by  Saint  Joseph’s  faculty  as  the  first  recipient  of  the  College 
Community  Award.  The  award  was  instituted  at  the  faculty  s 
December  meeting  to  honor  “some  person  in  the  community 
of  which  Saint  Joseph’s  is  a  part  for  his  or  her  contributions  to 
the  community.’  Robinson  was  unanimously  selected  for  the 
award.  A  30-year-old  native  of  Rensselaer,  he  is  a  graduate  of 
Indiana  University  where  he  received  a  Ford  Foundation  Fel¬ 
lowship  and  a  Krannert  Scholarship  to  the  Indiana  University 
Law  School.  He  is  a  ruling  elder  of  the  Rensselaer  Presbyterian 
Church.  In  President  Fr.  Charles  Banet’s  words,  “Sky  Robinson 
is  a  most  worthy  and  deserving  recipient  of  our  first  College 
Community  Award.  His  contributions  to  both  community  and 
college  and  to  cooperation  between  community  and  college 
have  been  enormous.” 

•  Two  Grads  Excell  in  Basketball  Coaching:  Joe  Thompson 
’67  has  been  named  High  School  Basketball  Coach  of  the  Year 
in  Kentucky’s  seventh  region.  Joe  coaches  at  Louisville’s  Trini¬ 
ty  High  School  where  his  team  had  an  18-3  record.  Another 
Saint  Joseph’s  alumnus,  Steve  Scharf  ’69,  coached  the  Rockville, 
Ind.,  team  to  its  first  sectional  tourney  championship  in  ten 
year’s  by  defeating  Brazil  in  the  final  game,  85-80.  Brazil, 
which  hosts  the  tourney,  had  won  that  sectional  the  past  five 
years. 

•  Student  Assistant  Named  for  Research  Project:  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  has  received  a  National  Science  Foundation  Grant  for 
study  of  bone  cartilage  growth  in  tissue  culture.  Larry  Weber, 
a  senior  bio-chem  major  from  Defiance,  O.,  has  been  named 
the  student  assistant  for  the  project.  He  will  work  with  Dr. 
Andrew  Mehall,  chairman  of  the  biology  department,  who  be¬ 
gan  the  study  in  June,  1971.  Larry  is  a  1968  graduate  of  De¬ 
fiance  High  School  where  he  was  senior  class  president.  At 
Saint  Joseph’s  he  has  been  a  Dean’s  List  honor  student  and  a 
standout  wrestler  in  the  College’s  athletic  program.
